INTRODUCTION 


This first edition of the Industrial Commodity 
Classification is the result of work over a number of 
years by staff of the Manufacturing and Primary 
Industries Division of Statistics Canada. It forms part of 
an integrated classification system, based on the Stand- 
ard Commodity Classification, designed to co-ordinate 
diverse commodity statistical series produced by Sta- 
tistics Canada in such fields as imports, exports, trans- 
portation and industrial commodity statistics. It is 
intended to improve the usefulness of commodity data 
from the various censuses of the Manufacturing and 
Primary Industries Division through a standardized 
system of collection, processing and presentation. 


Structure of the Classification 


Since it is derived from the Standard Commodity 
Classification, the Industrial Commodity Classification 
has adhered in essence to the basic structure and 
classification principles inherent in the former, and, like 
its parent classification, comprises five sections, as 
follows: 


Section I — Live Animals contains all live animals 
except live fish and other seafoods for use as foods; 
these are included in Section II. 


Section II — Food, Feed, Beverages and Tobacco 
contains those commodities which are used mainly as 
food, feed, beverages or tobacco. Because each commod- 
ity must have a unique code and be classified in only one 
place all of any given commodity is included in one 
class, depending on its primary use. Thus we find grains 
used to manufacture industrial alcohol included in this 
section because grain as used is indistinguishable from 
that used for its primary purposes — food or feed. 
On the other hand, some edible vegetable oils are found 
in Section IV because they are primarily used for 
purposes other than food. Commodities within this 
section are further sub-divided into crude materials, 
fabricated materials and end products. 


Section III — Crude Materials, Inedible contains 
commodities which are basically products of the primary 
and extractive industries and which have undergone such 
basic processing as cleaning, sorting or concentrating. 
The synthetic equivalents of some natural materials are 
also included in this section as are certain waste and 
scrap materials which are customarily used as crude 
materials. Examples of commodities included here are 
raw hides, oil seeds, logs and pulpwood, textile fibres 
(including synthetic resin-based fibres), ore concentrates, 
crude petroleum, and leather scrap. 


Section IV — Fabricated Materials, Inedible con- 
tains most commodities which have undergone some 
preliminary processing and which will be subjected to 
(or consumed in) further manufacturing operations in 
the course of which they will lose their identity or their 


form will be changed. Some commodities in this section 
are the products of highly sophisticated industrial 
processes (such as certain chemicals and nylon fabrics); 
nevertheless, they remain here because they retain the 
characteristics of intermediate materials. However, 
certain machine parts and accessories, which are most 
usefully classified with the corresponding machine, will 
be found in Section V. Included in this section are such 
intermediate products as leather, rubber belts, lumber, 
paper and building boards, textile yarns and fabrics, 
chemicals and chemical products, metal primary and 
basic shapes, and petroleum fuels. 


Within this section the commodities are further 
classified primarily by component material. 


Section V — End Products, Inedible contains all 
inedible commodities which are regarded as finished 
articles rather than as materials, together with finished 
identifiable parts, attachments and accessories of these 
articles. Examples of products included in Section V are 
machinery, vehicles, electric appliances, drugs and 
medicines, clothing and footwear, paper goods and 
printed matter, and shipping and distribution containers. 
End products are classified mainly by their principal use 
or function. 


It is recognized that there are problems in the 
proper allocation of fabricated materials and end prod- 
ucts. The difference between the two is well illustrated 
in the “Introduction” to the Standard Commodity 
Classification which compares a nail and a needle: 


“The nail is of no use by itself; it becomes useful 
only in connection with other materials and then it has 
lost its identity as a nail by being incorporated with 
those other materials into something quite different 
from any of them. The needle, on the other hand, is 
used with other materials but emerges from that 
function as a needle useful again for the same purpose. 
In this sense the nail is a fabricated material and the 
needle an end product.” 


Relation to Other Classifications and Coding System 


Since the Industrial Commodity Classification is 
based on the Standard Commodity Classification, it has 
a direct relationship with it and other working classifica- 
tions based on it, such as the Import Commodity 
Classification and the Export Commodity Classification. 
In adapting it for use in the compilation of commodity 
inputs and shipments for the manufacturing and primary 
industries of Canada it was necessary to modify exten- 
sively the detail shown in the Standard Commodity 
Classification; nevertheless, the basic structure (up to the 
3-digit group level) of the Industrial Commodity Classifi- 
cation remains almost identical to that of its parent. All 
of the sections and divisions and nearly all of the groups 
in the Industrial Commodity Classification are defined in 


terms of the Standard Commodity Classification. How- 
ever, because of the unique hierarchical coding system 
used for the Industrial Commodity Classification, there 
is no direct numerical relationship between its classes 
and the 5-digit classes of the Standard Commodity 
Classification. 


In addition to being a commodity identification 
and classification system, the Industrial Commodity 
Classification is used for automatic data processing of 
material inputs and product shipments of the census 
questionnaires of the Manufacturing and Primary Indus- 
tries Division of Statistics Canada. To facilitate aggrega- 
tions at different levels, the Industrial Commodity 
Classification utilizes a decimal coding system, adding a 
digit each time a group or sub-group is subdivided. This 
structure allows for the collection of commodity data at 
various levels of detail made necessary by the varying 
gradations of detail specified in the census question- 
naires for short and long forms, for materials used and 
products shipped, and for primary and secondary pro- 
ducers. This structure also facilitates the automatic 
aggregation of confidential data to the lowest publish- 
able level. 


Acknowledgements 


The Manufacturing and Primary Industries Divi- 
sion is deeply indebted to the large number of individ- 
uals, federal and provincial agencies, industry and trade 
associations, and representatives of business firms who 
have contributed to the development of the Industrial 
Commodity Classification. Through the media of letters, 
telephone calls and personal meetings, a great deal of 
insight into the needs of Canadian industry for detailed, 


organized commodity data was gained and hopefully is 
reflected in the detail of the Industrial Commodity 
Classification. Although a wide variety of views were 
considered in drafting the Industrial Commodity Classifi- 
cation, the final decision as to its structure and content 
was made by officers of the Manufacturing and Primary 
Industries Division; and, therefore, any omissions or 
errors in the classification are their responsibility. 


Format 


This Classification is issued in loose-leaf format, 
punched to fit any standard 3-ring binder. Because of 
the newness of the Classification and the dynamic nature 
of Canada’s manufacturing industries, changes are inevi- 
table and, therefore, a comprehensive monitoring pro- 
gram is essential. Revisions will be made when necessary 
to keep abreast of technological innovations and the 
changing statistical needs of users of commodity data. 
Relevent pages will be reprinted and may be obtained 
from Statistics Canada. This procedure should obviate 
the need for frequent reprinting of the whole classifica- 
tion. 


Companion Volumes 


Two companion volumes are planned for later 
publication. Volume II — Numeric Index (Catalogue 
12-542) will list, in numeric order, examples of com- 
modities included under each class, thereby providing a 
useful guide to the main components of any class. This 
volume will not attempt to provide a complete list of the 
contents of each commodity class. Volume III — Alpha- 
betic Index (Catalogue 12-543) will arrange alphabeti- 
cally all classes and examples shown in Vol. II.
